3. Levy and collection of additional 
duties of excise on certain textiles and 
textile articles. ( 1 ) When goods of the 
description mentioned in the Schedule 
chargeable with a duty of excise under 
the Central Excises and Salt Act , 1944 
read with any notification for the time 
being in force issued by the Central Go 
vernment in relation to the duty so char 
geable, are assessed to duty , there shall 
be levied and collected a duty of excise 
equal to ten per cent. of the total amount 
so chargeable on such goods . 

( 2 ) The duties of excise referred to in 
sub -section ( 1 ) in respect of the goods 
specified in the Schedule shall be in addi 
tion to the duties of excise chargeable on 
such goods under the Central Excises and 
Salt Act, 1944 , or any other law for the 
time being in force and shall be levied for 
the purposes of the Union and the pro 
ceeds thereof shall not be distributed 
among the States . 

(3 ) The provisions of the Central Ex 
cises and Salt Act , 1944 , and the rules
